table into a dish, and while hot servo with

C i earned celery is 7ery nice 
Cut in inch 


piece* and cover with milk, to which when 
boiling add salt and a small pioco of butter 
Sei ve hot. This way of cooking celery is do- 
hcious. 


The green stalks and leaves usually thrown 


away are all useful 
Cut tbo stalks into 


small bits and use them for flavoring soups, 
broths etc 
Put the leaves into a pan or 


dish and place m the oven to dry 
Watch 


them that they do not burn and when dry 
crumble thorn and place away in a wide- 
mouthed bottle and keep closely covered 
This will be found good for flavoring soups 
when the celery is out of the market. Celery 
seed is good to keep in the house for flavor 
ing, and celery salt is, to many, a necessary 
condiment. 


This plant is a great nervine and those suf 


fering from any nervous trouble are much 
benefited bv a liberal uso of it 
It is also 


recommended for rheumatism, some author! 
ties going so far as to say that when freely 
eaten it is a sure euro for this painful disease 
—Boston Budget 


Rushlights. 


In tho summer the very old and the very 


young, with other feeble persons, were em 
ployed m cutting rushes, the best kind for 
candle making being the common soft jun 
cus conglomerates. 
These grow best by 


river banks and m marshy pastures 
Th« 


longest and plumpest wero selected and de- 
prived of the outer green covering, a process 
facilitated by first steeping them in water 
One very narrow strip alone was left from 
top to bottom as a support for the pith, 01 
two if the dip was intended for a night light, 
when it burned slowly and with a feeble 
flame. After being peeled the rushes wen 
bleached on the gross and then dried in th< 
sun 


Six pounds of grease were allowed to e 


pound of rushes, these last required to cool 
between each immersion in tho boiling fat 
and were dipped again and again until ol 
sufficient size Where bees were kept, a smaL 
quantity of wax was added to the tallow, the 
candles acquiring greater consistency thereby 
but mutton fat was considered to answer th< 
same purpose. The rushlights thus formed 
burned from half an hour to forty minutes on 
an average 
A curiously shaped candlestick 


was used to hold them, and similar ones ar« 
still employed foi the purpose by some of the 
Connaught peasants. Machine made candles, 
however, are now so cheap and paraffine oil 
is in such general use, that only in tbe re- 
motest districts does one sea a home mad< 
rushlight —Blackwood a Magazine.

In a little hut on the side of the great 


Storin King Mountain, in tho Hudson High 
lands, far abovo the river and about an 
equal distance below tbe loftiest pinnacle of 
the towering hill bves old Zochory Archer, 
who supports his wife and himself, the only 
inhabitants of tho cabin, by catching snakes. 
The cottage is not visible from abovo or 
below in summer time 


The thick foliage of the trees and the dense 


undergrowth which rises almost to the lovol 
of its low 100", effectually conceal it, and as 
tho old man has on insnrmountablo objection 
to a firo m the kitchen in tbe warm weather, 
and makes his wife walk two miles every day 
to a small cave to cook their food, which is 
always eaten cold, no floating smoke beti aj s 
tho presence of their dwelling 
But at this 


season when the mountain trees have partly 
withdrawn tho curtains that covered it, while 
tho gorse and brushwood aro cowering close 
to tho ground as if for warmth, tho desolate 
little building is v ery conspicuous No other 
house is near it, and it is a picture of loneli 
ness.

Mons over the tariff. First the house 
]>assed the Mill.s bill,reducing the revenues 
ubout ^10,000,000. The bill then went to 
the Hcnato. In the senate all of it was 
htricken out after the enacting clause 
find another bill Rubstituted. 


The second bill also reduced the tariff, 


but Boino millions lefts than that of the 
liouso had done.

There were introduced into tho house 


during tho congress just expired 17,f'SO 
bills, resolutions and reports; into tho 
tho senate 0,832. Of all this number 
1,791 became laws. 


Most of the acts arc of local interest. 


Ul tlioho which haveagcncral importance 
tho principal ones are tho law admitting 
four new states to tho Union and that 
making tho commiHHioner of agriculture 
a cabinet officer, with tho title of secre- 
tary. Among others are the granting of 
the Nicaragua canal charter, the act au 
thori/.ing government to condemn sites 
for public buildings, reducing the price 
of passjtorts from $5 to §1, restricting 
Chinese immigration and raising tho ago 
of consent in the District of Columbia 
to 10 years. Tlio Fiftieth congress also 
strengthened tho interstate commerce 
law, appropriated lialf a million to tho 
legal representatives of Jnines B. Ends 
for work on the jetties, and ^030,000 to 
enable tho president to protect tho inter- 
ests of tlie United States in Panama. 


An act from which important favor- 


able results for the United States may 
flow was that authorizing tho president 
to arrange a conference with tho South 
und Central American republics, with a 
view to closer commercial relations. Out 
of this authorization has grown tho Three 
Americas conference, which meets in 
Washington in October. 


A favorable concession to tho live 


t,tock interests of tlio country is tho law 
jiassod by this congress admitting free of 
duty animals imported for breeding pur- 
JKWCS. Another law establishes a gov- 
ernment department of labor. Pensions 
for utter deafness have been increased to 
$80 a month. Tho maximum amount of 
international postal orders has been in- 
creased from $30 to §100.

A DEAF AND DUMB SIT. 


Sherman did not leave Chattanooga for 


Atlanta without knowing all about the route 
And it* obstructions, ilis spies and scouta 
pwMd over almost every mile of the distance, 
and made full and accurate reports. I was 
ono at tho last sent out and tbelast to return, 
one I had a close shave of It. Information 
was required which obliged mo to enter the 
Confederate camj* and see with my own 
eyes, and as two or three of our spies bod 
been captured and hung, and tho Confeder- 
ate, were on tho qulviveto prevent others 
from penetrating their lines, I needed somo- 
tliln,; more than a disguise. After canvass- 
ing the matter for a while, I adopted tbo 
tho Huegestion of a regimental surgeon to 
play the role of a "dummy." 1 was to ba 
cluaf and dumb, and carry pencil and paper, 
nnd do my talking that way. Ho coached 
mo fur two or three days before tho start, 
and when I was ready to go I had mastered 
tho Mtuation, The surgeon had boon oaaxUuit 
nupi'rinUmdciit in a deaf and dumb asylum 
for several years, and ho waft peculiarly fitUxl 
to t»-iich mo my stops. 


"Y"U may reply that any ono can "play deaf 


end dumb" and deceive people. 
Yes, any 


ono '-an, up to a certain point. I was to go 
bey >nd that point. If It was discovered that 
I win not what I claimed to be ray lifo would 
pay I ho forfeit. 
I was provided with a bun- 


dle »'stationery, somo tobacco, a lot of re- 
ligion.*, tracts, articles of cheap goods and a 
fow i poclalties, and I loft tho Federal out- 
poaNoiio dork and rainy evening in good 
•pir 11«. Olist ructing Sherman's advance was 
tho mountain barrier called Itocky Face 
llid|/i>. Tuo main gap, through which tho 
rail r.iad and highway ran and still run, is 
called Buzzard's Koost Gap. Our scouts and 
splc* bad reported tlii» gap so strongly forti- 
fled I hat Bhcrman felt ho could not force it. 
Furl her south is Bnako Creek Gup. Ono of 
my (.lijects was to ascertain how this gap was 
defended. 


I «os well within tho Confederate lines bo- 


foro midnight, nnd at alKiut (hat hour I 
foifcd nhelt«r In n barn, and slept until two 
houi H after daylight. When I turned out no 
ono woa In olgbt, and I hud nulkctl fully two 
inik". along tho highway before 1 met any 
ono. 
Then I encountered a party of about 


thirl y cavalrymen going to tho front. I was 
In ci I izon's clothes, had a pock on my back, 
and, of course, expected to bo stopped, Tho 
troop was commanded by a lieutenant, and as 
honimo up ho ordered a halt aud queried 
of Hi": 


" Who aro you, and where aro you goingf 
HITO was tho first test. Tho men had 


gaUixrod around mo, and every ono hod his 
cyo upon me. It was a compliment to mo 
that ono of tlio men called out before I hod 
matin a sign: 


"Dog gone him, lio'sn dummyl Ilo'sgot 


• faro like a washboard I" 


I wrote on my tablet: ."What do you 


wantr" and the lieutenant wrote in reply: 
"Whoare you, and where ore you going I" 


I garo my name as Georgo Smith, and 


«toted that I was a Confederate peddler. I 
opoind my bundle, presented him with some j 
tobai co, and several of tho men made pur- 
chases. The officer asked for my pass, and 
I told him that it was token from mo threo 
days before by somo Yankoo raiders who had 
captured mo and turned mo loose again.

King Baby already enjoys the glories of i 


military and civil household. The generals 
and aides-do-camp of the bate King Alfonso 
are attached to the service of the queen; bul 
technically they form his majesty's military 
household. The civil establishment consists 
of tho governess, Mmo. Tacon, who held tho 
same position towards the late king; the 
doctors who are attached exclusively to the 
royal person, two or three major domes, a 
lady of honor, and several pages, footmen, 
and servants.
